COURT DECIDES THAT SCHOOL BOARD MAY PROVIDE FOR 

PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF PUPILS. 

The Supreme Court of Colorado has decided that the school board 
of Denver has the power to provide for the physical examination and 
education of pupils and to employ the necessary personnel. 1 The 
court held that employees of the school board engaged in inspecting 
pupils and directing their physical education were teachers within 
the provision of section 5925 of the Eevised Statutes providing for 
the employment of "teachers, mechanics, and laborers" by school 
boards. Chapter 203 of the Laws of 1909, which provides for a yearly 
inspection by teachers of the sight, hearing, and breathing of pupils, 
was held by the court not to provide a complete system of health 
inspection so as to deprive the school board of the power to provide 
for the physical examination and education of pupils.
